Polio Tmimmi/ations 
Required hy Schools

Youngsters who will enter California public 
schools for the first time this year must be im­ 
munized against polio before they can be enrolled, 
parents were reminded today

The requirement especially aftects all new 
kindergarten students, all transfers from any level 
 including junior colleges, and all pupils entering 
a school for the first time

New students must have at least one dost 
of polio vaccine prior to enrollment unless parent* 
have filed a statement that such compliance is con­ 
trary to belief or doctor's advice.

Parents who may be in doubt about require­ 
ments may roiit;ut their school for information. 
Polio immunizations are available from the Los 
Angeles County Health Department or from a fam­ 
ily physician.
